Also remember 
that the: piano finished in natural wood 
shows bruises, finger marks, dust, etc., less 
‘than will a piano finished either by grain- 
ing or staining in imitation of the genuine 
woods. 

With this brief preface, let us’ at once 
plunge in the matter of taking care of ‘the 
instrument. 7 

If it be an upright piano do not stand it 
close to the wall, unless you prefer to have 
the tone mufiled. It will sound best 
across a corner of the room. Keep a 
piano in the winter in the coolest part of 
the room, not exposed, of course, to frost 
or dampness. .The hot sun—particularly 
when shining on the piano through glass— 
will sometimes blister the varnish. Neither 
is it good to keep the iustrument in a dark 
part of the room, as the ivory keys are 
more likely to grow yellow, and there is 
also greater danger of moths. 

Nine times out of ten the buzzing or 
singing noises that are so frequently heard 
are outside of the piano. It may be the 
mica in the stove, or a hanging lamp near 
by, or an easel on the piano, or a score of 
other things whose keynote vibrate? in 
sympathy with the tones of the instru- 
ment. In the _ horizontal piano, small 
particles, such as pins, beads, etc., do fre- 
quently find their way into the sounding 
board and cause great annoyance. 

The most seriens injuries that befall the 
pianos are usually the results of tempera-

incompetent tuner does great harm, but the 
extremes of hot air or moisture do more 
— than all the tuners alive. I’rom 
eareful observation it is safe to say that 
90 per cent of the pianos in cold latitudes 
have, after the first year, one or more 
checks in their sounding boards. If your 
house is heated by stoves put the instru- 


‘ment in a room without a stove—in one 


that is heated from an adjeoining room. 
If you have steam or furnace or any of 
the other mcdern methods of heating your 
piano will do better if kept in a room that 
is not quite warm enough for comfort. 
You know the sounding-board--the life

Every one has observed, after purchasing 
a new piano, that it soon takes on a dull, 
smoky appearance, To remove this, use a 
fine sponge, tepid water and castile soap. 
Go over the case a little at a time. The 
water clone, without the soap, will usual- 
ly be all that is needed: A chamois skin, 
as dry as can wrung out of water, 
should be used to dry the surface after 
using «the sponge. For old pianos a pol- 
of raw linseed oil (two _ parts), 
alcohol and best vinegar (one part each), 
may be upplied with good results if care 
be taken to rse a very little at a’ time and 
to thoroughly rub that ‘ittle off. Shake 
the polish frequently, use soft cotton 
cloth, one piece to rub it on and a large, 
clean piece to finish off with. Bruises, 
usually on the front, can be taken off by 
rubbing with powdered pumice stone and 
water, or with sapolio. Clean the keys 


with alcohol and water—equal parts. 

It is impossible to specify the number of 
times a year your ey should be tuned. 
A piano, to be kept in fair condition, 
should be tuned four times a year. 
mgich depends, however, on the temperature, 
style and make of the _ instrument, 
the use and manner of use, its condition, 
etc., that where one piano requires five cr 
six tunings annually, another might get 
along fairly with much less. 

In the matter of tuning there is much 
negligence, people get uae with singular 
perversity to let their piano go to “rack 
and ruin” rather than get a tuner in 
time. This is the sort of penny-wise, 
pound-foolish policy that buys a cheap 
stencil piano for a_ beginner, fondly ex- 
pecting musical progress to be made on a 
poor instrument and with a poor teacher. 

To sum up, buy a fair priced piano froin 
a reliable dealer and with a well-known 
name on its fall board. Keep it well after 
you have bought it. Dont try to play on 
it unless you know how, and to know how 
you must employ a good, not a_ cheap 
teacher; and finally employ a reputable 
tuner to look after the inetrument.

The Process of Manufacturing Marbles of 
,All Kinds—The Different 
Processes Used. 


/; \ HAT becomes of 
= gall the marbles? 
Tere are 1,000- 

000,000 marbles 
brought from Ger- 
many and sold to 
the boys and. girls 
of this country every 
year, and yet in 
spite of this a mar- 
ble two seasons old 
is not common, and 


pne that dates back four years is old en- 
ough to pass as an antique and is kept by 
its owner “for luck,” like conttinental dimes 
Peter Barlow knives and relics of by-gone 


ae 
9 one can tell you what becomes of the 
marbles, but I can tell you how marbles are 
made. 

They are all made in Germany, and mar- 
ble nding, moulding, glazing and paint- 
ing = one of the chief industries in a 
large part of the Thuringen woods. The 
work is largely — by the peasant wood- 
landers in their homes. 

The commonest of all marbles are the 
“brownies.” About six hundred million 
of them are imported every year. They are 

t made from clay, as most boys suppose, 

ut from a peculiar sort of sandstone 
which is found in_ these German woods. 
Throughout the district there are large 
humbers of - quarries and mills. 
These afe owned by the marble capi- 
talists. The stone is cut into small] 
squares by machinery. These are then dis- 
‘ tributed by the miller to the workmen, who 
take them by the cartload to their homes. 

The process of grinding is primitive in 
the extreme. Each workman has a ma- 

e about as large as a sewing machine. 
treadle which is worked by the foot fur- 
mishes the power. The machine consjsts 
of two disks, one of which rests on top of 
the other like pancakes on a plate. The 
lower disk is made of iron and is grooved 
with U-shaped furrows, which start at the 
eenter and go out to the edge as the spokes 
pf a wheel extend from the hubs to the rim.

sages to a distance. Sequoyah listened 
silently and then burst out as if by an.in- 
spiration: 

“You are a fool! The thing is easy! 
I can do it myself,” 

Thereupon he is said to have picked up 
a flat stone and with a charred twig from 
the council fire to have made certain marks 
upon it, each of which, he told his fellows, 
represented a certain word; he also told

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them that tomorrow or a month from then 
he could and would tell them those words 
without hesitation as soon as he saw the 
characters on the stone. 

From this beginning Sequoyah conceived 
and perfected the Cherokee alphabet, util- 
izing the cries of wild beasts, the call of 
the mocking bird, the shrill exclamations of 
children, the softer tones of the squaws 
and the notes of the rotund organ of the 
adult brave for his yocal sounds. en he 
thought he had gathered all the different 
sounds, he attached to each pictorial sign 
or image—birds and beasts and nimate 
objects alike furnishing him these signs. 

And. so the Cherokee alphabet was fin- 
ished, the vocal sounds were reduced to 
writing, and in an incredibly short time the 
entire Cherokee nation learned and used it.

—* alphabet, and by appropriation 

rom the Cherokee legislature a a ep 
called The Advocate is now printed and 
circulated in that language.

But what he lacked in book lore, 
was, to a large extent, compensated for by 
the soundness of his judgment upon all oc- 
casions, and by his power of thinking and 
reasoning with great rapidity under fire, and 
under all circumstances of surrounding peril 
or of great mental or bodily fatigue. Panic 
found no resting place in that calm brain 
of his, and no dangers, no risks appalled 
that dauntless spirt. Inspired with true mil- 
itary instincts, he was, most verily, nature's: 
soldier. 

To take my-readers through his military 
career would be to rewrite the history of 
most of the war in the southern states of 
of the confederacy. He was presena at the 
= powang 0 on ew seces- 
sionist victory one day, a eat the da 
after. When General Beaure ard’s line of 
battle halted on the evening of Sunday, the 
Gth of April, in the midst of ‘the federal 
camps, which had been taken, his troops 
were thoroughly exhausted, and thought only 
of obtaining food from the captured sup- 
ply wagons. Forrest on his own initiative 
pushed forward his scouts to watch the. enc- 
mys doings, and soon discovered that large 
federal reinforcements were being ferrie4 
over the Tennessée river, 

He at once perceived the gravity of the 
position, and did all he could to communi 
cate this to his army headquarters, but no 
one knew where they were. In his search 
to find them, he fell in with the officer com- 
manding an infantry brigade, to whom he 
said, in his own rough colloquial vernacu- 
lar: “If the enemy comes on us in the 
morning, we shall be whipped like hell.” 
His prophe was not far wrong, and by 
Monday night General Beauregard’s army 
was in full retreat. 

General Sherman pressed the retiring 
confederates very hard all Tuesday, the Sth 
of April; upon one oceasion during the day 
Forrest, with about three hundred and 


fifty men, keenly watched his opportunity 


for an offensive return from behind a 
ridge which afforded his soldiers good pro- 
tection. The fegeral advanced guard of two 
battalions of cavalry and a regiment of 
foot, upon reaching the ridge, at once pro- 
ceeded to attack it with great spirit, but 
in crossing a litte intervening ravine and 
stream, fell into some confusion. Forrest 
with his usual quick military perception of 
such an opening, at once told his bugler to 
sound the “Charge!” and pistol in hand, 
dashed in among the astonished federals, 
The effect was instantaneous. The ene 
mys horsemen fled back, panic-stricken, 
through the woods, scattering their own 
infantry, who quickly doubled after them. 
A scene of the greatest confusion ensued, 
and Forrest, pursuing for some distance, 
killed many, and took some seventy prigone 
ers. With his usual hardihood, pushing 
on well ahead of his men, he soon found 
himself face to face with the enemy’s main 
bigly, and under a galling fire from all 
sides, A ball struck him above the hips, 
and, hurting his spine, at once benumbed 
his right leg. His horse, though mortally 
wounded, still enabled him to bolt for his 
life oe 4g. fy crowd of the enemy, who 
shouted, ‘ him!” “Shoot him!” ete. An 
unerring shot with his revolver, he cleared 
a path for himself, and found once more at 
least temporary safety among his own men. 

It was many weeks before he was again 
able to take an active part in the war. 
The following description of this affair by 
General Sherman will, I think, interest mili- 
4 readers: 

e€ enemy’s cavalry came:down boldly at 
a charge led by Genera! Forrest~in person, 
broaking through our.lines. of skirmishers, 
whien e infantry, without cause, threw 
away their muskets and fled.

Within a month of bag upon this new 
confmand he had taken Murf ro in 
Tennessee. It was one of the most re-

commanders of federal posts and. stations 
within -his sphere of action. 

His raids upon the enemy’s lines of com- 
munications were frequent and most suc- 
cessful. No rivers stopped him, and any 
detailed accounts of the railways and val- 
uable military stcres he destroyed and the 
fortified posts he captured would alone fill 
a volume. His pursuits of Colonel Streight’s 
cavalry column for four days and nights 
in 1863 reads like an exciting novel. It 
ended in his saving the great arsenal and 
workshops of Selina and in the capture of 


| Streight and 1,700 of his men by the 600 


troops he then had with him. ‘ 

He took part in General Brage’s retreat 
from Tennessee, and one day, being with 
the tail of the rear guard, an excited old 
lady rushed from the house, and,. upbraid- 
ing him, urged him to turn round andefigu.. 
As he took no notice of her entreaties, she 
shook her fist at him and cried out: “Oh 
you big, cowardly rascal, I only wish ol 
Forrest was here; he'd make you fight!” 
Such was then the public estimation in 
which he wag held. 

But, as we sometimes find in all armies, 
his commander-in-chief did not agree with 
this popular opinion of his merits and 
‘ability as a soldier; for, later in the au- 
tumn, he was superseded by a very inferior 
man as a cavalry leader. He forthwith re- 
signed his commission; but, instead of ac- 
cepting his resignation, the central govern- 
nfent promoted him. to the rank of major 
general, and assigned him to the command 
of north Mississippi and west Tennessee, 

There he had to raise, organize, arm and 
equip an entirely new force. With it he 
did great things in 1864, against large 
numbers of ‘ well-armed and splendidly 
equipped federal cavalry. The cavalry force 
of about seven thousand men under Gen- 
eral Sooy Smith, and belonging to Sher- 
man’s army, he completely defeated in a 
fairly open and prairie country suited for 
the action of regular cavalry, had either 
side possessed any. General Sherman offi- 
cially described Smith’s division as com- 
posed of “the best and most experienced 
troops in the service.” This part of the 
campaign had been expressly designed’ by 
that general with a view-to the capture or 
destruction of Forrest’s force. But Smith 
was no match for his opponent, who out- 
generaled him, and the result was the re- 
verse of what Sherman had intended 
and anticipated. Forrest’s force during 
these operations numbered about three 
thousand men, one-half of whom were raw 
and‘ badly-armed recruits. General Grant 
says: “Smith’s command was . nearly 
double that of Forrest, but not equal man 
to man, for lack of a successful experience 
such as Forrest’s men had had.” d yet 
they were, as soldiers went in this war, 
well drilled, and commanded by a regular 
officer, whereas. Forrest’s. men knew little 
more Of drill than their general, who, his 
friends alleged, could not at any time have 
drilled a company. : 

A small brigade of about seven hundred 
Kentucky ey was now handed over to 
him, but having found horses for these foot 
soldiers they were thenceforward reckoned 
as “cavalry.” His little army now con- 
sisted of two weak divisions, with” which 
in 1864, he took Union city, attacked Pa- 
ducah; had a most successful engagement 
at Bolivar, and finally captured Fort Pil- 
low. In these operations he inflicted great 
loss in men, arms, horses and stores upon 
his enemy, largely. reinforced his command, 
and refitted it with captured equipments. 
Repeated efforts were susequently made by 
General Sherman to capture or destroy 
Torrest’s apparently ubiquitous force. He 
several times WwW a great cordon of 
brigades and divisions round him, but all 
to no ‘purpose; he defeated some and es- 
c m others. His hairbreadth es- 
capes frémi capture when thus closely sur- 
rounded by numerous bodies of troops, each 
larger in itself than his whole command, 
read more like the pages of romance than 
the history of military events. All through 
his operations one great secret of 
his success was his intimate knowledge of 
the enemy’s movements and intentions. * His 
campaigns were made in districts where the 
inhabitants were heart and soul with him, 
and it was therefore much easier for him 
than for the federal generals to obtain use- 
ful information.

Features ef the Speculative Movement in 
Graim and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 9.—A bolder plunge was. probably 
never witnessed in the Chicago wheat trade than that 
made by Edward Pardridge today. Last night with 
estimated short sales of 10,000,000 bushels chalked up 
against him, and with quotations shooting skyward 


at every jump of a cent in price, meaning @ persona! | 


lose of $100,000, the odd little speculator was believed 
to be about ready to throw up his hands in despair. 
Tonight all was changed. Pardridge was again con- 
queror. A regiment of brokers, at his orders, had 
dashed into the pit at the very outeet of the day, and 
fought his enemies to a standstill. Before the day 
ended he pulled down the price over 3c per bushel 
from the highest point reached. The close was within 
an eighth of the lowest price of the day. Pardridge 
in person was on the floor bright andearly. The gal- 
leries and pits were crowded to suffocation in expecta- 
tion of seeing a cyclone when, losing his nerve, he 
should attempt to buy instead of sell. The noted 
plunger was earnestly rushing from one friend to an- 
other and making his remarks, jorky and emphatic, 
but that was all the emotion he displayed. He worea 
dark, natty frock coat and light spring trousers and 
a small, black derby hat jauntily perched on the back 
of his head, gave him a crisp business air. His keen 
gray eyes were now fully alive to what was going on. 
Now and then his friends would eagerly swarm around 
him to ask how things were going, but Pardridge was 
teo busy rushing from pitto pit to talk with them 
long, and would youchst o but a few hurried words 
and tear himself away. He denied that he had lost, 
or would lose a nickel, and declared: “‘WhenI lose, I 
lose for keeps, but Iam no% worrying about loss just 
now.’? When approached at another opportunity, he 
emphatically asserted that nothing would drive him 
to cover unless the market went to §1 per bushel. To- 
day’s trade was spasmodic, and, on the whole, not as 
heavy asyesterday. Attimes the market was very 
excited, and at others quiet, fluctuations rapid and 
violent, and the feeling was very unsettled. The open- 
ing wasthe wildest witnessed for some time, and 
prices varied 14c within the first few seconds in differ- 
ent parts of the crowd, sales being made at %@lec 
over the closing figures of yesterday. Bull 
news was plentiful,and but for Pardridge’s bold tactics 
would have had a marked effect, for bear advices were 
scarce indeed. Cables were decidedly firm; Liverpool 
was quoted 1@1}¢d higher, and London 9@10d higher 
All domestic markets were also on a rampage, and 
made a big spurt at the start, and mgst of them held 
well to the advance. St. Louis was a possible exception, 
as, while starting higher, it finally went off on May to 
4¢c below last night’s close. Trade then seemed to be 
drifting more into July, and bad crop reports were 
having a good deal of influence, as, while May was 
lower, July wag decidedly higher. A telegram from 
Kansas City gave information that the state agricult- 
ural department of Missouri put the condition of the 
crops in that state at 69,a heavy decregse from the 
outlook in December last. St. Louis, however, re- 
ported thaf up to 11 o’clock nothing had been 
heard of the report there except in dispatches 


from Chicago. Wholly aside from Pardridge this and 
other news of a like character kept the market ner- 
vous and excited. A story was started that Werst, 
who has traveled extensively over the winter wheat 
country, estimated the condition at 71. Werst himsel. 
denied this, but ineffectually. Pardridge meanwhile, 
far from showing any evidence of weakening, was 
bustling about denouncing the scare as idiotic and had 
his brokers selling incessantly. The price did not ap- 
pear to make any difference, and from his actions one 
would think he deemed that it did not seem to make 
much difference, as all spots seemed good selling spots 
for him. There was a good deal of reslizing on long 
wheat, but these offerings, with those of Pardridge, 
were readily absorbed, and there were few weak spotsf. 
Cold weather was reported in the winter wheat coun- 
try, and this helped to give the market quite a little 
boom, .The bulk of the sales at the opening were at 
86%c. ‘The market went off to 84c on Pardridge’s sell- 
ing, then up to 85c, held for a considerabie time at 
84% c, then near noon shot up to 85%, but the demand 
fell off and the price went to 843,¢, and at 12 o’clock 
was about 84% 0, against 8i3gc at the close yesterday. 
After the noon hour the wheat market began to weaken. 
The shorts seemed to be well covered, and the moment 
buying came to a halt the bears took fresh courage 
and began to sell. There seemed to be no one with 
courage enough to extend any support, and Pardridge 
continued his slugging tactics, and when the break 
started the longs began to unload, and the pyramids 
tumbled.

The most complete and satisfactory, sys- 
tem in the south they will be. 

And the most beautiful, delightful and 
entrancing place in the country for the 
‘weary and languid to pass a half hour 
or evening, surrounded by fragrant flow- 
ers, brea ‘fresh pure air and fanned 
by breezes as cool and healthful as those 
that come with the ocean waves. 

In less than a year they will be here. 

And with them will come many pleas- 
ures of which Atlantians are now 
deprived. 

No one who has not gone over the 
. ground and seen the work now being 
done can conceive of its magnitude or 
imagine the great benefit and pleasure 
coming to Atlanta when the pipes are | 
opened and the waters from the Chatta- 
hoochee river flow through the big main 
into the city. : 

That will be a great day in the history 
of Atlanta. 

For years the manufacturer, the mer- 
chant, the railroads and the citizens gen- 
erally have been praying for Chattahoo- 
chee river water and now almost before 
they can realize it their prayer will be 
answered. 

Less than one year ago the work was 
begun. Today it is nearly half finished. 
At the river big gangs of hands are 
. busy clearing the groves, preparing for 
the levee, the intake pipes and the pump 
well.

How the Work Was Begun. 


Atlanta’s present waterworks system 
‘was only a little over five years old when it 
became apparent to every one that the plant 
was wholly inadequate to meet the demands 
being madeé upon it and an attempt was 
made to enlarge it. That was in ’82 during 
Mayor English’s administration. But it 
took Atlanta only a short time to outgrow 
the amendment. Then year after year it 
became .more certain that Atlanta would 
be compelled to have a new system. One 
mayor after another urged the work upon 
the council and the people. 

But it remained for the cool head and 
fearless nerve of Mayor Hemphill to in- 
augurate the work. ae 

Mayor Cooper began the agitation in earn- 
est.. Then Mayor Glenn followed it up and 
caused several prospective routes to 
traversed. He appointed a large committee 
of citizens to act with the water board and 
water committee but the body was too large 
und only one or two meetings were held. 
But during the last year of his administra- 
tion, by a vote of the ple, Atlanta was 
nuthorized to issue $250,000 of 4 per cent 
bonds, the proceeds of the sale of which 
were to be used in constructing @ new sys 
tem of waterworks. ; 

When Mayor Hemphill was inaugurated 
in ’91 he grappled the problem with a firm 
hand, and in less than three months had 
made such strides that it would have been 
suicidal for the city to hesitate. The ne- 
cessity of a new system was upon Atlanta 
and yor Hemphill did not hesitate in 
undertaking a solution of the question. 
With the water board and the water com- 
‘ mittee, the city engineers and water super- 

tendent as his cabinet he went to work. 

rst a site for a pumping station on the 
Chattahoochee river was quietly selected. 
Then the most available line possible was 
traced over the earth into the city and at 
the hest point on that line a big reser- 
voir, the largest in the south, was located. 
All of this was done quietly, in order to pre- 
vent speculators from grabbiog up the land. 
Within three months after taking his chair 
ao Sa Hemphill had purchased from the 
DeFoor estate on the Chattahoochee river 
122 acres paying therfor $20,000. ost 
at the same time he secured fifty-five acres 
three and a half miles from the city for the 
reservoir, and is now negotiating for a 
strip of land sixty feet wide leading froia 
the city to the reservoir. 
That strip of ground will be made into 
beau magnificent drive. 
Then the contracts for the engines, boil- 
ers, pipes, etc., were given out and almost 
before the people of Atlanta were aware 
of it the work was being done. 

December 1891 $500,000 of water- 
works bonds were authorized by a vote o 
the people and were issued and sold, Th‘s 
gave the mayor and council all the money 

was needed to conStruct the works 
and early this year the actual campaign be- 
gan. Contracts for the rvoir, the work 
at the river, the railroads the clear water 
basin and the pumping station were award- 
‘ed.

Then around the entire lake and the 
ground will be constructed a beautiful drive 
sixty feet wide. From every turn or curve 
on the drive every point of the lake, all the 
walks and miniature parks can be seen.

And at the same time.enjoy the cool 
breezes which will sweep over the high hill 
upon the stands. 

A quarter of a mile east of the big lake 
the clear water basin will be located.

What Has Been Done. 


The city never made a wiser selection 
than when S. B. Mosby & Co. were given 
the contract for grading the reservoir. 

The members of the firm being young 
men full of enthysiasm, equipped with wide 
experience and anxious to make a reputa- 
tion, they are taking a great pride in fin- 
ishing up the reservoir to the queen’s taste. 

Tite firm is from Virginia and is headed 
by Mr. 8S. B. Mosby, a young man yet un- 
der thirty, but who has already made a fine 
reputation as a civil engineer and -contract- 
or. His firm has done many large contracis | 
of like character to the one upon which it 
is now engaged. | 

About the 1st of February Mosby & 
Co. struck camp in the woods where’ they 
were told that the reservoir was to be 
built. A thick growth of trees covered the 
place, and the ox of the pioneer was first 
put into use. 

As soon as the forest was cleared up, 
the plows and shovels were put to work 
and have since been turning up the soil in 
that ravine. 

wonderful. transformation has taken 
place jn one month’s time. Standing. upor 
ule hill next to the Marietta road, a vast 
expanse of freshly graded land spreads be- 
fore the eye. ‘ihe ravine is literally dotted 
with men and plows, and dirt scrapers hard 
at work completing the great work. 4'o 
the farther side of the valley the hill is 
dotted with white tents—the eating and 
mene. places for fifty hands employed on

being done at this reservoir. lt is vast, it 

is wonderful.

Two hyndred and f& 

ty hands have been busily engaged on it 

for. nearly two months and it is, estimated 

that they have moved 70,000 cubic, yards 

of dirt in that time. Before the work was 

begun an approximate estimate, made by’ 
the city engineer, placed the total amount. 
of grading to be dane at 250,000. cubic 
yards, so it is plain from these figures that 

extraordinary progress has been made. ; 
xiowever, it is now believed by the engin- 
eers in charge that this estimate was too 
small; that a greater amount of grading 
will be necessary. | 

Mr. Joel Mable, the veteran engineer, is 
in charge of the work as resident engineer. 
HKighteen years ago he was assistant en- 
gineer of the new waterworks, and did as 
much as any other engineer toward -the con- 
struction of the present system of .water- 
works used by the city. 

He hgs an office at the reservoir camps, 
and gives personal direction to such of the 
work as requires his attention. 

Mr. Mable is enthusiastic over the pros- 
pective plan of the waterworks, and he 
can talk about it as entertainingly and as 
knowingly as if the work were already 
completed. He knows his plans by heart, 
so to speak, and delights in expatiating 
upon them to the unsophisticated. Stand- 


ings and plats spread out before him, he 
gave a full and minute_description of what 
the reservoir will be When completed. 

He first produced an egg-shaped outline, 
etched on a piece of parchment, 

“This,” said he, “is the outline of the res- 
ervoir. It is to be a vast pond of water— 


that will simplify things—and the dimen- 
sions are to be? Length, 1,300 feet; great- 
est width, 800 feet, and of an average 
depth, of thirty feet. We are to have two. 
dams—immense wallg_of earth—to hold the 
water in place. The first dam éxtends all 
along the northern and northeastern bound- 
ary of the reservoir, and will be as solid 
and substantial as old Stone mountain it- 
self. It will be of a width of 350 feet, 
and part of it is natural formation—the 
everlasting hills. We will build what is 
necessary of waste dirt. The other dam 
eastern and southeastern

“Now, just down there,” said Mr. Ma- 
ble, pointing to the east, “about three hun- 
dred yards is the second. pumping ‘station, 
clear water basin, and the filters.‘ The 
Hyatt filters, the same as are now sed in 
the waterworks, will be used here. Wa- 
ter from the reservoir will be pumped into 
the filter through thbirty-six-inch water 


mains and will go from the filters into the | 


clearwater pasin. This clear water basin 
is 100 feet in diameter and will hold one 
million of gallons of water. The ‘water 
will be pumped out of the clear water basin 
into the city through. the same _ thirty-six: 
inch water mains. ‘the capacity of tit 
reservoir will 200,000,000 gallons of 


water, and can supply the city with 20,000,- 
000 gallons of water per day. Water is 
pumped into the reservoir from the Chat- 
tahoochee river throrgh thirty-six-inch 
mains.” 

Mr. Mosby Talks. 

Mr. Blair Mosby, the head of the firm 
which is doing the work, is a thorough 
going energetic youn, man and he is 
pushing the coftract foi all itis worth. He 
is ably: seconded b~ the other members of 
the firm, Messrs. J. 8. Moore, I’. W. Mce- 
Cabe and G. N. Noble, who are at all 
times to be found at the works. 

Mr. Mosby’s contract calls for the com- 
ptetion of the reserv.ur by September Ist. 
as it is hoped to get water from the new 
waterworks by that time; but Mr Mosby 
says that he intends,with favorable weather, 
to have the reservoir completed by July 
30th or August Ist. - = 
“T¢%s a mammoth job,’”’said he, “as you 
can see, but we already have a large force 
and we expect to increase it right along. 

Mr. Mosby has a new grader at work, 
It is very much like a mowing machine. dt 
plows up the dirt and loads up a Wagon 
every minute. It is the first thing of the 
kind ever brought south and greatly facili- 
tates the progress of the work. 

“So far,” said Mr. Mosby, “we have 
found the work comparatively easy but. w2 
are beginning to strike rock and I fear we 
will find it necessary to do a great deal of 
blasting.” 

A fine driveway, making the entire cir- 
cle of the reservoir, is being graded, at a 
width-of fifty feet. It is designed to have 
a magnificent summer pavilion on the hill 
just overlooking the reservoir- from ths 
north and the thirty acres of land surroun- 
ing it, which is owned by the city, will be 
utilized as a park. S. B..-Mosby & Co. 
have their’ offices on. the grounds, besides 
a large and well stoeked. cammissary from. , 
which the 250 hands are fed.

How to Benefit the Negroes. 

An article in another column from The 
New York Evangelist should be carefully 
perused by the friends of the colored 
race everyhere, and especially in the 
north. 

The point is made that we are pushing 
public education too rapidly. This is per- 
haps true so far as both races are con- 
cerned, and there can be no doubt of it, 
when we consider the peculiar status of 
the negroes. The south has done more 
than the north for the education of the 
ex-slaves, and the southern whites are 
footing the bill. 

Now, as the writer in The Evangelist 
remarks, education may be carried too 
far for practical use in certain spheres 
or stations of life, and Mr. Hugh Inman’s 
suggestion is of timely importance in this 
connection. It is his idea that it would be 
@ good thing for the northern philanthro- 
pists to build a cotton factory down here 
to be operated entirely by negroes. Why 
not try something in this line instead of 
building more colleges for the colored 
race? If the experiment should fail, the 
factory would be utilized and run by 
white labor, and nothing would be lost. 

Mr. Inman and many thoughtful observ- 
ers see that the rapfil and forced educa- 
tion of the negroes makes them unwilling. 
to go to work in the field of unskilled 
labor, and as they cannot work any- 
where, north or south, side by side with 
the whites in factories, the only way to 
give them employment in that line of 
industry is to have factories for black 
operatives. 

Something must be done to widen the 
field of labor for educated negroes. 
They cannot all go into the professions, 
and they cannot live without work. Ed- 
ucation takes them away from the plow 
and they never return to it. 

It is a big question, and it is not con- 
fined to one race alone. The spread of 
general education will make it necessary 
to diversify our industries. In the 
near future our millions -of fairly well 
educated boys will aspire to something 
higher than unskilled labor. We must 
have more furnaces, mills and factories, 
and both whites and blacks must be 
made to realize the fact that labor is 
honorable, and that there is no room 
for idlers in this busy age. 

But, to return to the original sugges- 
tion in The Evangelist, why not go 
slow with negro colleges, and try the ex- 
periment of negro factories?

A representative 6f The Brunswick Times, who 
has traveled over the second district, interviewed 
a dozen newspaper men in that district. When 
asked as to the strength of the third party in that 
district, they replied that it would not elect its 
candidates.

Factory Labor for Colored Men and Women. 
From ‘The New York Evangelist. 

The problem of the colored race in 
south is not solved merely by education, nor 
by giving them the vote. The latter was a 

experiment. It was of dou ‘ 
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which is perhaps a greater p 
than the political preblem. 
charge to bring against the south, as showing 
an ostracism from which the north is free. 
As General Armstrong once put it In a Ccon- 
versation on this very point: “tNorthern com- 


Boston complain bitterly of the way in wluch 
they are driven out of the better class of 
trades, and can only be waiters and barbers. 
There js much more freedom in the south, 
where colored men are carpenters and biack- 
émiths, and pursue multitude of handi- 
crafts, in which tatcy work alongside of 
white thechanics, wittour the least constraint 
on either aide. 

But here is ong point at which the whites 
draw the line; they will not work side by side 
in factories. It is said, indeed; that factory 
work is a kind of labor for which the’ negro is 
not fitted, because he is by his physical nature 
dull and heavy; that while he will make a 
good coachman, where, as he sits on the box, 
he must keep awake in order to keep watch 
6f his horses, and turn thém this way and 
that; yet if you put him in a factory and set 


| him down to watch a loom or a spindle, he 


will go to sleep! 

This.may be true, and yet the real objection 
is not that of incompetency on the part of 
the blacks; it is that of social contact and 
equality, into which not only white men would 
be brought, but white women and children, 
for a large part of the operatives in factories 
are of a tender age and of the weaker sex. 
The same objection which white parents make 
to having their children in the same schools 
with colored children, causes them to object 
to have them work together in factories. We 
may cry out against this as an unjust and 
unchristian prejudice; but as the southern 
people do not ask us to settle the question of 
right or wrong for them, which they prefer 
to settle for themselves, we have only to re- 
cognize the fact, and consider if there is 
anything that can be done about it. 


The most practical suggestion that we haye 
heard from any source is that of Mr. Hugh 
Inman, of Atlanta, a gentleman who belongs 
to a family distinguished not only in the 
south, but all over the country, as foremost 
in everything for the material and spiriual 
benefit of both races. In the city where he 
lives he sees hundreds and perhaps thousands 
of colored people for whom there is no em- 
ployment. specially is this true of boys 
and girls, who have been educated in the 
schools, and. can read and write as well as 
white children of the seme age. After this 
they cannot go back to be common hands in 
the cane brake or the cotton field. To work 
in a factory is a grade higher than to pick 
cotton. But there jis no place for them. 
“The omnibus is full” and they can neither 
ride nor stand. The white operatives are in 
possession, and they will not “go halyes’’ 
with the blacks; they will not divide the 
labor, nor share the pay. It is just as it is 
in the schools; if black children come in, the 
white children will ge out. 

In this perplexity Mr. Inman proposes that 
men who wish to benefit the colored people 
should build a cotton factory that should be 
run by them only. Thus all race antagonism 
would be eliminated. Each race would be left 
free to follow its own inclination, and the twu 
could live in harmony. 

Is not this a practical resi er? at the 
same time that it is humane and Christian? 
In carrying out such a project, no one would 
join more heartily or contribute to it more 
freely than Mr. Inman himself. Of course the 
wisdom of the plan could only be proved by 
experiment. Bven if it failed, it would not 
be a dead loss, for the factory itself would 
remain, to be run by other hands. If it suc- 
ceeded, similar unde Ww 
where it had led the way. Is it not an ex- 
periment that is worth the trying?,

To so many of such persons as are not 
altogether given over to man worship, 
blind and unreasoning, the election in 
Rhode Island last Wednesday ought to 
furnish the necessary if not satisfactory 
lesson.

The total vote this year is the largest 
ever cast in the state, exceeding that 
of 1891 which was the largest up to that 
time. In the last year there has been 
@ republican net gain of 13,301 votes, 
the democrats gaining 3,170 and the 
republicans, 6,471 votes. The campaign 
was foucht with special reference to the 
presidential election and the republicans 
carry the state for the first time in four 
years. Mr. Cleveland’s personality was 
thrown right into the canvass. So that he 
might feel that he had some interest in 
the election, the democratic state commit- 
tee gave him a most flattering endorse- 
ment and ended with instructing the 
delegates to the national  con- 
yention “‘to cast their votes in his favor 
for the nomination to the presidency as 
long as there is the least hope of securing 
that result." He immediately began to 
manifest much concern for the democrats 
of Rhode Island and he made a very dig- 
nified and proper speech to a large crowd 
last Saturday in Providence, which city 
on Wednesday gave only 559 democratie 
plurality as against 1,318 last year. 

Cleveland Is Weaker. 

Iam aware that much valuable time is 
- wasted in discussing results of things 
that never happened, so I am not prepar- 
ed to say whether the republican plural- 
ity would have been more or less if Mr. 
' Cleveland had kept out of the state and 
his endorsement had not been injected 
into the democratic platform; but wheth- 
er the ex-president in the campaign was 
@ part of the motive power, or only a 
dead weight—a help or a hindrance—the 
result was the same—a heavy republican 
gain, a very decided republican plurality, 

and an actual republican majority. 

It is not only untrue that Mr. Cleveland 
is more popular than his party in New 
England and the northwest, but election 
returns show that he is actually weaker. 
The states in which he is supposed to 
be very strong, much stronger than his 
party, are (leaving out Rhode Island, 
which has just spoken for itself) New

SOME MORE STATISTICS 


An Amazing Array of Figures Showing 
Cleveland’s Weakness.. | 

The following compilation of statistics of 
the last presidential election, by a Phila- 
delphia correspondent, demonstrates a 
most emphatic manner the fact that Mr. 
Cleveland is weaker than his‘party, not only 
in the doubtful states but throughout the 
country. 

The conclusion forced by reading these 
statistics is irresistible, The communication 
is as follows: 

Any one who will trouble to prowl among 
the election returns for 1884 and 1888 will 
find Mr. Cleveland to have been a laggard 
behind state candidates in the latter. year 
in nearly every state of the union, and even 
after he and his “great personality” had 
been on public view for four years in the 
white house. I would first call attention to 
his performances in New York. In 1882 
he was elected governor by the phenomenal 
plurality of 192,000. It was a sad, sad day

for the democratic party when that moun- } 


tain-like plurality was piled up. _ 

Had it not have been for this circum- 
stance, Hendricks would undoubtedly have 
been elected president, and the democrats 
would still have been in possession of the 
government. In 1884, Mr. Cleveland on 
the ticket for president, the state gave him 
a pluMility of 1,100. Here is represented 
an actual loss of at least 100,000 votes. 
At a glance one would say 190,000, but we 
do not know how many republican votes 
are included, and they cannot double—one 
off and one on. It is true that this great 
yote came from the Blaine half-breeds, who 
desired to “‘knife’ Judge Folger, but how 
was it that David B. Hill, for lieutenant 
governor, polled 4,000 more than Cleveland 
did, if they were only after Judge Folger? 

In Pennsylvania, when the independents 
were after Quay’s man, Delamater, two 
years ago, Pattison was elected by 16,654 
plurality, while Watres, the republican 
candidate for lieutenant governor, had 22,- 
565 plurality. -Now, Cleveland comes 
along in 1888 and is beaten by 14,378 plu- 
rality. His popularity was still on the 
wane. He had disappointed his party as 
governor, and its vote fell away from him. 
He had disappointed his party as presi- 
dent, and his vote .continued to crumble 
away. And yet they hold Senator Hill 
responsible for hia unpopularity and for 
the dissatisfaction caused by his mug- 
wumpery. 

I can only say that if getting more votes 
than Mr. Cleveland did in 1888, he was 
the worst traded candidate this country 
has ever seen. In New Hampshire he ran 
537 votes behind Amsden, the candidate 
for governor. In Vermont he polled 16,- 
788 votes, while the candidate for governor 
polled 19,527, as did three other candidates 
on the state ticket. He was traded in 
Vermont to the extent of 2,839 votes. In 
North Carolina he ran behind every candi- 
date on the state ticket, he polling 147,902 
votes, the candidate for governor 148,025, 
and the secretary of state 148,206. In 
Nevada Cleveland polled 5,326 and Cas- 
sidy, for congressman at large, 5,682. In 
Nebraska he was traded by McShane to 
the extent of 5,000, he polling 80,552 and 
McShane 85,420. In Mississippi his poll 
aggregated 85,471. No state ticket was 
run, but the total congressional vote was 
88,414. Again he was behind. In Min- 
nesota, the Rainbow State, ‘which on 
Thursday instructed its delegation to vote 
for the everlasting candidate, he was away 
behind, and was most scandalously traded. 
He polled 104,385 votes, while Wilson, 
candidate for governor, polled 110,251. 
Here, too, he limped along 4,000 votes be- 
hind the total congressional vote. In In- 
diana he ran-a few votes ahead of Matson, 
candidate for governor, while Harrison co- 
incidently did the same with Hovey, the 
republican candidate for governor. In 
Wisconsin, another rainbow state, promised 
him by Vilas on his tariff reform message, 
he did not carry it, but. actually ran behind 
Morgan, the candidate for governor, by 
100 votes. os 

A Big Scratch. ‘ 

His popularity in West Virginia must 
have been something immense, for we find 
that while he «ame to the scratch with 
78,916 votes, the party cast 153,000 for 
its candidate for congress. He is here the 
trifle of 79,000 votes behind. He was bad- 
ly traded in Michigan, which McClure’s 
Times carried for him before the election. 
He polled 213,469 votes, while Burt, can-

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THAT BiLL OF JUDGE GOBER’S, 


Mr. Will Hill Taiks—The -Indignation at 
Marietta. 


Hon. W. P: Hill has a word to say about 
the bill for Judge Gober’s expenses while 
sitting in court here. 

“Judge Gober,” he says, “has been done 
a great injusisce by some of the newspa- 
per talk about his bill presented to the 
county. It had nothing to do with the 
Ryau case, but here is the truth about it: 
Last June,.just before court adjourned, 
Charley Hill went to Europe, and I was 
appointed solicitor in his place. The jail 
was packed with criminal cases that would 
have had to wait over July and August, 
because Judge Clark does not hold court 
those two months. I suggested to him 
that he get a judge to hold court and dis- 
pose of those cases. I saw Mr. Garrett, 
one of the — commissioners, and he 
said that he could not. speak positively for 
the whole board, but that he, and he was 
gure the athers, would be willing to pay 
Judge Gober’s expenses if he would come. 
I obtained the judge’s services and commu- 
nicated thia_to him. It is customary and 
nothing but right, that his expenses should 
be paid, and I am positive that this is what 
he based his bill on, and not the Ryan 
case. : 

“The county commissioners ought not to 
hesitate about paying it, for thdse prisoners 
would have cost the county vastly more to 
feed them in the jail for the two months 
than to try them, and it was a great accom- 
modation in Judge Gober.

ATTAR OF ROSES. 


fouthern Roumelia the Most Important 


Center for the Cultivation of Roses. 


The most important center in the world 
for the cultivation of roses and the manu- 
facture of the attar of roses, is the kansan- 
lyk—a word signifying “region of alem- 
bics’’—in southern Roumelia. In this coun- 
try two species of roses are cultivated— 
the red damask rose and the fragrant white 
rose. 

One acre of rose trees usually produces 
2,400 pounds of rose petals. The distilla- 
tion of this perfumed mass yields only one 
pound. of essential oil, The total produc- 
tion of this region in a good year is 6,000 
pounds of essence; it averages from 3, 
to 3,400 pounds, counting in all sorts of sea- 
sons. ‘he value of the essence varies from 
$80 to $90 a pound. 

The- business of gathering the roses is 
the work of the women. Their hands, 
hardened by usage, do not feel the thorns. 
In the course of the work their fingers. be 
come covered with a blackish rosin having 
the odor of turpentine. This substance 
they carefully scrape off at night and roll 
it into tiny balls, which are used in mating 
cigarettes; the substance imparting a deli- 
cious odor to the tobacco smoke. 

Buyers of the essence of roses’ suffer 
from -the frequent practice of a fraud, 
which consists in the addition of a greater 
or less proportion of oil of rose geranium. 
It is, however, quite easy to detect thj 
adulteration, since its result is to lower the 
temperature of condensation of the essence 
by three or four degress. 

The distillation of roses is a prosperous in- 
dustry in Provence, where the Rose of Pro- 
vence (Rosa centifolia) grows abundantly. 
But this rose is less rich in oil than its sis- 
ters in Turkey. To obtain one pound of 
essence at least 50,000 pounds of roses are 
— This French essence is sold for 
$200 a quart. 


About five years ago the industrial culti- 
vation of the rose was introduced into Sax- 
ony, in the neighborhood of Leipsic. Fif- 
teen acres of the Provence roses are now 
under cultivation in this place. India also 
produces a small quantity of essence of 
roses of a high pe e; this, however, is 
not exported. 

' It may not be generally known that rose 
essence has a value as medicine. In doses 
of from two to five drops it has been found 
to assist digestion. Also its general action 


is to produce an inclination to sleep. | 
r H. HM.

But all these advantages of the tricycle 
are outbalanced by its three tracks, which 
make it impossible on a bad road, and by 
the fact that you never get over the feel- 
ing of carrying a dead weight with you. 
There is a responsiveness about the bicycle 
which the tricycle rider cannot imagine: 
as I have said, after a certain point, it 
seems to go by itself and to be carrying 
you without the least effort on your part. 

I never really knew what cycling was 
until last July. Few roads, except in cer- 
tain districts of America and Germany and 
Hungary, are so bad that there is not a 
little space over which a bicycle can be 
worked. In Germany and Austria, I have 
ridden for days on the narrowest side- 
path, the middle of the road being deep in 
mud or sand, or else wornout macadam 
and unendurably bumpy. Had I hada tri- 

cle, I would have been obliged to walk.

Draft Doors and Bad Hrmmocks—The Din-

Very often ventilation and quietness 
would both be promoted by leaving a door 
ajar. Yet that occasions a dangerous 
draft. In such a case do this: Make a 
frame of light steel two feet wide and 
something higher than your deor. Brace 
it with lath tacked diagonally across each 
corner. Then cover both sides of it with 
print or cambric or muslin—anything 
smooth, light and dull-colored. Get a 
pair of cheap door hinges, screw them on 
eight inches fromm the ends of your cloth 
door and hang it to the outer edge of the 
inner casing in such fashion that it shall 
quite break the draft when the other door 
stands ajar. See that the temporary door 
swings clear at the bottom and is so hung 
as to stand flat against the wall when 
otherwise it would be in the way. If a 
hole be bored in the two outer corners and. 
a two-inch jJength of rubber tubing slipped 
through it, slamming will be an impossi- 
bility. The advantage of such a door is 
manifest. It can be made and hung with 
very little trouble or expense, and once it 
is in place lets the air or the nurse go in 
and out at pleastire, without possible harm 
of draft to-the patient.

The Survey. 


The first step in a coast survey is to 
measure a base line from which all calcula- 
tions are made. It is the only distance 
measured and all other distances are cal- 
culated from this, which, of course, must 
be absolutely correct, or all the distances 
Would be wrong and the error constantly 
increasing the turther it is removed from 
the base. The measurement is made as 
follows: Along the line of the base there 
are driven down stakes at short intervals and 
a rod laid along the top of them. A spirit 
level on this rod shows just where there is 
a correction to be, until the rod along the 
stakes is perfectiy horizontal, then a steel 
tape is stretched along the rod and the meas 
urement taken to a fraction of an inch.

~ RURAL DELIVERY. 


The Need of This Sort of Postal sri 
Clearly Shown. 


A QUESTION OF FUTURE REVENUE. 


Give the Rural Populations This Improved 
Service and They Will Respond—The 
Social Question in It, 


The experiment of the postmaster gen- 
eral in extending free delivery. to small 
towns has proved conclusively that Bi will 
pay. 

It will pay not only in increased revenue 
to meet the expense, but far beyond that, 
in the convenience to communities hitherto 
deprived of the facilities. extended to large 
cities growing out of the latest inventions 
and improvements of this modern time by 
Which they are able to keep pace with the 
civilization of the age. 

While the telegraph, telephone, postal car 
and fast trains have brought the great cen- 
ters into close communication the rural dis- 
tricts have obtained a small advantage in 
postal service over the days of stage coach 
and pony express. The alleged expense 
of this extended ‘service has been the prin- 
cipal obstacle and the people will -be glad 
to see the matter practically tested on a 
large scale. 

The proposed extension of the free de- 
liver system to ‘towns of 6,000 
powation involving an. annual cost 
of about three hundred and 
seventy-five thousand dollars, will serve 
161 towns and more than a million people, 
putting them on an equality with the most 
favored cities, and it is believed will pro- 
duce increase revenues to meet the expense. 
It is _in just such communities that the 
greatest benefits result. 

All modern progress consists in the power 
of one man to do what has required many. 
A man or firm that receives ten to one hun- 
dred letters per day can well afford to send 
& messenger to the office for them, but the 
multitudes who receive one a day or one a 
week, with the weekly paper, can far better 
have their mail brought to them by a car- 
rier just as it arrives and not make the many 
useless trips for mail that has not yet come 
to hand. And this applies with greater 
force to the 2,000 presidential offices that 
would still be left without carrier service. 

ItIs Thoroughly Practical. 


to provide. just as much or as little service 
as the mail requires. 

This city is now, or soon will be, in tel- 
ephone connection with seventeen of the 
surrounding towns and villages within a 
radius of fifty miles, and if the telephone 
and with the are to be utilized in conmnec- 
tion with the postal service it will require 
& carrier service in all of them to make 
these greatest of modern inventions availa- 
ble to all the people at a minimum expense 
and bring them to the very doors of the ru- 
ral pulation. It is the improved mail 
facilities of the cities that has increased so 
tremendously the mail communication of 
those people, with increased business and 
profit thereby; attd' who can doubt that the 
Same result will*céme from like advanta- 
ges extended to the rural districts. 

‘Rural free delivery in the country dis- 
tricts will be sure to follow. In the ‘cities 
free delivery extends two and _ three and 
even five miles from the central office and 
carriers travel from one to. five miles be- 
fore commencing their deliveries, and sub- 
stations and car fare and horse hire and 
every possible means is used to bring the 
mail to the doors of all. Surely the farmers 
and rural population are entitled to some 
of these modern advantages. They will 
respond as surely to the quickening infiu- 
ence of this healthy stimulus and be 
brought into closer sympathy and harmony 
with all the rest of the people. 

The Social Question. 


The fPurth class offices are being located 
closer together day by day, and even now 
in most of the states the distance between 
them makes it easy to reach nearly all the 
population from: these thickly dotted cen- 
ters. Carriers' may be: employed only a 
part of their time:in this mre and read- 
ily find profitable employment for the re- 
mainder of their time. ipbrienes will 
soon develop the most — economical and 
practical methods of supplying this service. 
It. is well known that the farmer desires 
and needs more frequent and constant com- 
munication with his neighbors and the 
world at large. He will be quick to take 
advautage of every facility and every ad- 
vautage to him will benefit the whole 
country. . It is not here a question of di- 

rect profit or increased postal revenues, but 
pst simply of providing the means for fut- 
ure profit and great commercial and so- 
cial gain. The experience of England has 
demonstrated the practicability of rural 
free delivery service and the push and energy 
of our people, as demonstrated in so many 
ways, will certainly use this as all other 
means to utilize the advantages of soil and 
climate and natural wealth of the country 
to build up more a the. commercial, 
social and moral standing of each communi- 
ty. It is only a question as to whether 
the small towns and rural population will 
at once demand of their representatives in 
congress that such legislation. shall be had 
as will give to them in.some small measure 
what-is being so liberally granted to their 
more fortunate neighbors in the . large 
towns and cities.
